SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


For tue YEAR Enpinc Marcu Ist, 1885. 


Your School Committee has ‘attended to the duties assigned 
him, and respectfully submits the following report, with a few 
preliminary remarks. In speaking of the schools generally, 
your Committee thinks that they have been conducted with 
their usual interest and prosperity. That all have met with the 
same success, is not possible, or that all the teachers have been 
equally successful, or that all were equally as well qualified ; 
but very generally they have been earnestly devoted to 
their work. 

PRUDENTIAL COMMITTEES. A committee should make 
extensive inquiries,(if he has not personal knowledge) in 
regard to the qualifications of a teacher before he engages their 
services. They should seek the very best qualified teachers, 
and no committee should employ one unless he has the most 
certain evidence that the person proposing to teach is in every 
respect throughly qualified. Among the many qualifications 
demanded, the first he should look for, is ability to govern, 
without which there can be no success. If we find it difficult to 
have our children do as they should at home, we should deeply 
sympathize with the teacher, knowing how difficult a task he or 
she has to preform with such a variety of dispositions to deal 
with, and trained under so different and dissimilar circum- 
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stances. The price which a teaches demands for his or her 
services, is of small importance compared with the qualifications 
which are required. Low wages and poor schools are the very 
worst policy which any district can pursue. 

ScHooLt-Hovuses.——This subject has been discussed from 
year to year, by nearly all of my predecessors since I can 
remeiber, but discussions do not repair the old ones or build 
new, so I shall say but little about them. Districts No. 14. 15 
and 16, are used only for summer and fall schools, and they 
are very poor substitutes for that. .No. 7 is still poorer and 
can hardly be called a substitute for a house. When scholars 
have to use all of their mental faculties in devising methods to 
keep wari, it is not expected that they can learn much from 
their book. 

ScHoot Booxs.——There has been no change in books 
for the past year. Your Committee found on entering upon 
his duties, that there was a uniformity of books throughout 
the town, and no changes were advisable. There has been 
about one hundred dollars worth of new books put into the 
svhools the past year. They have been furnished by your 
Committee at the Publisher’s prices, plus the express. 

ScHooits.——There have been thirty-two sessions of 
school, and twenty-five different teachers, eleven were residents 
of town, and seven lived in the district where they taught. 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 


Two terms of 8 and 12 weeks each. Miss Lizzie M. Free- 
man had charge of both terms. This school was characterized 
by good order and earnest work, and was a profitable school. 
Miss F:; has taught this school three successive terms which 
shows that the district appreciate her services. Number of 
scholars 6. Wages $15. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


The summer term was taught by Miss Ada L. Hall of 
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Lebanon, a teacher of some experience, who used her best 
endeavors to learn and govern the school. I visited the school 
at the commencement of the term, and found the order good 
and the pupils attentive. I believe ifall were not satisfied it 
was not the fault of the teacher. Length of term 10 weeks. 
Number of scholars 11. Wages $12. 

Winter term was under, the instruction of Mr. James A. 
Wellmams, of Cornish, who although this was his first attempt 
at teaching, won to himself much credit as a teacher. Both 
teacher and scholar seemed to be a unit as fo what constituted 
a good school, and mutually helped each other. Number of 
scholars 12. Length of term 12 weeks. Wages $19.45. 


DISTRICT NO. 38. 


Two terms, both taught by Miss Nettie G. Williams, of 
Cornish, who, although this was her first experience, was well 
fitted for the place. ‘The district was very fortunate in secur- 
ing her services for the year, of which parents and pupils are 
justly proud. Miss Williams used her best endeavors to teach 
and govern the school. ‘The scholars all tried to learn, and 
they were encouraged by their parents. I can pronounce this 
a very profitable school year for this district. Length of 
school 11 and 13 weeks. Wages $12. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


The summer term of this school was taught by Miss 
Jennie E. Murray, of Ascutneyville, a teacher of experience, 
who gave very general satisfaction. Miss Murray was well 
qualified by education for her position. She was apt to teach, 
and her government was fair. There was marked improvement 
made. Length of term 11 weeks and 3 days. Number of 
scholars, 29. Wages $21. 

Winter term was taught by Mr. Truman O. Harlow, of 
Strafford, Vt., an experienced teacher. Mr. Harlow has be- 
come quite familiar with the branches taught in our district 
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schools, and is ready in imparting instruction to ais pupils. 
The order of this school is vastly improved, and we see the 
benefit of a good teacher. This school we think to be the best 
of any kept here for a number of terms. A profitable school. 
Length of school 11 weeks and 4 days. Number of scholars, | 
25. Wages, $35. 


DISTRICT NO. 5. 


One term, taught by Mr. Edmund Chadbourne, of Cor- 
nish. ‘This was his first term of teaching. I visited the school 
at the first of the term, and can safely say that the appearances - 
were decidedly in his favor as regards a successful teacher. 
Good order prevailed, and the scholars appeared to take much 
interest in their studies. The school is now in session, and I 
have not visited it since the first of the term, yet I have no 
hesitation in saying that this has been a profitable school. 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 


Two terms. Summer term of 8 weeks, was taught by 
Miss L. Esther Jordan. I visited the school at the commence- 
ment of the term and found the order good, the pupils atten- 
tive and apparently doing well. Not being notified of its 
close, Iam unable to report as to progress made. Number of 
scholars, 14. Wages, $10. 


Fall term of eight weeks was under the charge of Miss 
Lizzie E. Peterson, who has taught this school one term pre- 
vious, and knew the wants of the district. The scholars ap- 
peared quiet and industrious, and very good progress was made. 
A little more harmony in the district, and better results could 
be attained. Number of scholars, 11. Wages, $11. 


DISTRICT NO. 7. 


Summer term of 7 weeks, was taught by Alma H. Wood ; 
a well known and experienced teacher. Miss Wood has taught

this school several terms, and has become familiar with it, and 
is the best teacher that can be employed to take charge of it. 
Her government, though not severe, is strict, and her teaching 
practicable .This school was the largest in town, and was com- 
posed of 34 scholars, of which all but six were under twelve 
years of age. Patience and perseverance was -what crowned 
her labors with success. 

Mr. Robert W. Mason took charge of the winter term. 
Mr. Mason created a good deal of interest in his school. He 
labored hard for its best interests, and considering the dilap- 
idated conditon of the school house, he was very successful 
We believe this district will have a new school house. No. of. 
scholars 82. Length of term 9 weeks. Wages $20, 


DISTRICT NO. 8. 


Mr. William E. Tutherly, Jr., of Claremont, has had 
charge of the two sessions of school in this district. Mr. 
Tutherly is a scholar, and posseses superior qualifications. Al- 
though this was his first attempt at teaching he evinced an un- 
questionable ability for the work. Allin this school, teacher 
and scholars, have worked with a will throughout the year. 
The examinations were satisfactory. At the final examination 
but a few questions were missed in any of the branches tanght. 
Three classes—History, Geography and Spelling—deserve 
special mention. They were composed of twelve of the largest 
scholars, six young ladies and six young gentlemen. Their 
answers to the general questions were prompt and correct, and 
the spelling showed a through drill. There ave individuals in 
other schools equal to any here; but as a whole this school, I 
think, ranks first.

Three terms. Summer term was commenced by Miss

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perience and rare qualifications; but she was obliged to give 
up the school on account of — sickness, after 
teaching seven anc one-half days, much to the 
regret of all concerned. Miss May L. Sinclair was engaged to 
finish the term. " Miss Sinclair did not quite meet the expecta- 
tions of the district. There was a lack of energy on the part of 
the teacher, and a disposition to study on the part of the 
scholars, therefore, I cannot report this a profitable school. 
Length of school, 8 3-5 weeks. Number of scholars, 31. Waz- 
ges, $20. : 


Fall term of 11 4-5 weeks was taught by Miss Jennie E. 
Murray of Ascutneyville. Miss Murray is an experienced 
teacher, but she failed in establishing order, and her scholars 
did not get earnestly engaged in their studies during the term ; 
consequently the closing examinations were not satisfactory. 
The recitations were very deficient, many questions being 
missed. ‘The teacher worked hard. Number of schoolars, 28. 
Wages, $21. 


Winten term was taught by your Committee. Length of 
school, 12 weeks. Number of scholars, 25. Wages $36. 


DISTRICT NO. 10. 


Two terms. Summer term of ten weeks was taught by 
Miss Alma F. Morse. ‘There was much interest manifested in 
this school upon the part of both teacher and scholars. The 
recitations, at the closing examination of the term, were 
‘perfect, not a question missed. ‘This was a profitable school. 
Number of scholars 7. Wages $10. 


Fall term of five weeks was in charge of Miss Hattie B. 
Burr, an experienced teacher in this district, as well as in other 
parts of the town. The closing examination showed that she 
had fully sustained her former record in this school. Consid- 
ering the ages of the scholars, the rank of this school is among 
the first in town. Number of scholars, 6. Wages. $12. 
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DISTRICT NO. 11. 


Mrs. Mary M. Brocklebank has had charge of this school 
for the past year. Two terms of ten weeks each. All in this 
school, teacher and scholars, have worked with a will through- 
out the year. At the close of each term, they were examined 
in all they had done during the term. Scarcely a question was 
inissed. They have mastered what they have been over. 
Most of the scholars were quite young. We think Mrs. B 
exercises superior judgement in the discipline of young schol- 
ars, and we also think that the district have reason to be satis- 
fied with her efforts. Number of scholars, 9. Wages, $8 50. 


DISTRICT NO. 12. 


Two terms. Summer term was taught by Miss Maud B. 
Rowell. ‘This school was well governed and well instructed. 
Both teacher and scholars were interested and engaged in their 
work, and good progress was made. Length of school, ten 
weeks. Number of scholars, 11. Wages $10. 


Winter term of ten weeks was in charge of Miss Ella D. 
Youngquist, of Campell, Mass. This was her first term of 
teaching. We are of the opinion that she worked with a good 
will for the interest of the school, and if every thing did not go 
on to the satisfaction of all it was no fault of hers. ‘The 
closing examination evinced progress in the various branches 
pursued. Number of scholars, 18. Wages, $14. 


DISTRICT NO. 13. 


Two terms were taught in this district. A short fall term 
of six weeks was under the instructron of Mr. N. P. Sargent, 
a teacher of wide experience and superior qualifications, who 
fully ‘sustained his previous high reputation as a teacher. 
There were quite a number of advanced scholars in this school. 
‘A class in Physiology and one in Algebra were the best in 
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town. The school has received a thorough drill in all the 
branches taught. The district was fortunate in securing Mr. 
Sargent’s services, of which parents and scholars are justly 
proud. Number of scholars, 16. Wages, $26. 


Winter term of ten weeks was taught by Mr. M. T. Thur- 
ber, a Dartmouth student. This was Mr. T’s. first experience 
in teaching. Good order prevailed and the teacher was firm 
and decided. A few left rather than comply with the rules of — 
school, much to their own disadvantage. Those who 
remained appeared to have learned well, and I think Mr. 
Thurber bids fair to make a successful: teacher. Number of 
scholars, 138. Wages. 


DISTRICT NO. 14. 


Summer term of eight weeks was in charge of Miss Han- 
nah A. Martin. Miss Martin is an experienced teacher, and 
one too well known to need any comments from me. Yet I 
will say, that the closing examination showed that the scholars 
had been thoroughly drilled, and every thing done which could 
add to the interest of her school. The district cannot do better 
than retain her services. A good school, although it be short, 
is much better than a poor one however long. Number of schol- 


ars, 6. Wages, $13.50. 


A fall term was commenced by Mr. Arthur T. Walker, a 
fine scholar, but teaching did not seem to be his calling and his 
stay was short. Miss Jennie A. Sinclair was engaged to finish 
the school, which she did very profitably to her pupils, and 
satisfactorily to parents and committee. Length of school ten 
weeks. Number of scholars, 6. Wages, $12.

Two sessions of school were had in this district, with Miss 
Alma F. Morse as teacher. Each term showing a thorough 
drill at the closing examinations. Both teacher and scholars 
were interested and engaged in their work, and good progress 
was made. Miss Morse has taught this school three successive 
terms and always given perfect srtisfaction. Length of both 
schools, 13 weeks. Wages, $15. Number of scholars, first 
term, 5; second, 4. . 


DISTRICT NO. 16. 


Two terms. Summer term of eight weeks was taught by 
Miss Jennie M. Raynsford. This was Miss Raynsford’s first 
attempt at teaching. This school was small, and scholars 
young, averaging only four scholars, and the house very poor, 
so that there was a lack of enthusiasm in teacher and_ scholars. 
The teacher, however, performed her duty faithfully and with 
fair success. Wages, $8. 

Miss Marion C. Leavitt taught the fall term of eight weeks. 
I can report this school as being successfully taught. Miss 
Leavitt retains her former good reputation as a teacher in this 
district. I believe she was the youngest teacher in town.
